SEARCH FOR ANCESTORS. 

A. careful search for the fore. 
runners of the récently discover- 
ed “Peking Man” ‘is to bo the chief 
object of the Central Asiatic Ex- 
Pedition’s fifth’ and final trip to 
Mongolia which left for Kalgan 
jnder the'direction of Dr, my 
Chapman Andrews, 

“On our last trip in 1928," Dr, 
Andfews said‘ in’ discussing his 
plan with a group of Press repre- 
sentatives, ‘we found eastward 
of the Kalgan-Urga ‘road a great 
area of plocene rock which is the 
strata in which we are: most likely 
to find remains of primitive man, 
We explored it superficially, find- 
ing a shovel-toothed mastodon and 
other very interesting foasils, but 
we were not able to spend much 
time there because it was towarda 
the end of the season and we had 
to come back. This area com- 
prisea many hundreds of thousands 
of square milea and runs practical.’ 
ly from Dolounor northward up to 
‘the border of Outer Mongolia. It 
‘fg. a region of sand dunes. We, got 
right over to! the edge of them 
several times but could not get in- 
to them with our cars. 


Important Localities. 


“This time, we shall explore 
these dunes with the greatest care, 
leaving, our cars at the edge and 
taking to camels for'a couple of 
months. In this formation we have 
all the conditions that one could 
ask for fromm the standpoint of 
locating .the place where the 
‘Peking ‘Man’ got his start. For 
that reason we are looking forward, 


.| to an extremely important year of 


work. It is far and away the moat 
important locality that we have 
ever investigated so far as primi- 
tive man is concerned. This | is 
going to be a very definite search 
for the ‘Peking man’s’ ancestors.”

ly had an adverse influence on the 
free flow. of trade, A commission 
on banking is at present sitting in 
. Great Britnin, which will have this 
problem, amongst others, under 
consideration, ‘and’ its findings 
should prove of interest, not only 
to that country, but to the whdle 
world.- Gratitude, however, must 
be sincerely expressed: f@r the fact 
that the currencies of most coun- 
tries ure now: satisfaetorily 
stabilised, und that, on‘the ques- 
tion of reparation payments, good- 
will and a general spirit df give 
and take have go te a long way to- 
wards the solution of this extreme- 
ly difficult problem. 
Danube and Black Sea Grain, 


Whilst the general causes of 
poor trade are such as I have in- 
dicated, she immediate causes have 
bean the Wall Street collapse in 
America, resulting in general 
financial losses and wn w idespread 
lack 6f confidence, the Hatry crisis | 
in England, producing the same 
effects on a’ smaller scale, and the 
severe general fall in the prices of 

' commodies, causing a great reduc- 
tion in buying and in’ shipment. 
The improved grain crops in 
Europe in 1928, and especially in 
1929, have reduced imports from 
‘oversea countries by one-third. 
‘Not only have grain crops improv- 
ed in the importing. countries, but 
alao in the exporting countries: of 
Europe, chiefly from the Danube. 
For ten months of 1928 the ship- 
ments of grain from the Danube 
and Russia were 3,714. million 
quarters, The corresponding 
figures for 1929 were 7,681 out of 
106,336 millions, while for 1913 

"+ they were 44,822° of 122,064 mil- 
lions. For purposes of reference 
a.more complete table is included 
in the addendum, to which I have 
already Peferred. , fl 

‘Tt-is evident thdt the - Danube 
and Black*Sea once more, after‘a 
lapse of nearly ten yeara, will have 
to be reckoned upon as a serious 
factor, This is not a consoling re- 

» flection for shipowners, as it means 
2 much shorter sea voyage to 
bring grain from the Danube than 
from far distant, exporting | coun- 
tries such ag the Argentine, Aus- 
‘tralia and British Columbia. Much 
_ will depénd upon this year’s crops 
in Europe as to the condition of 
the freight market ‘on the near! 

' future. Some prophets are. saying 

* that, just as a’ bountiful harvest 
followed ‘the severe winter of 1928-

What, if any, are the Famsdles 
for the impadse ‘in: which our in- 
dystry findy itself?

“Tt is true that there has, of late, 
diminution in ° the 
numberof orders placed for new 
tonnage, but it is inevitable that 
fresh orders will continue to bo 
placed, because the great advance 
in economy of form and means of 
propulsion devised by the | ahip- 
building and engineering industry 
has made possible the. construction 
of vessels which ‘can ‘be operated 
on a much more economizal scale 
compared with the older type. of 
vessel, The scrapping of old 
vessels would therefore be of great 
advantage to both the shipping-and 
shipbuilding industries. Such a 
scheme, however, could only be 
operated. upon an international 
basis, and it is diffteult, if not .im- 
possible, for the shipping Industry ; 
to tackle the problem, because of: 
entirely disproportionate ! 
amounts of obsolete tonnage own- 
‘ed by the different maritime: 
nations. It would seem, if any de- 
finite action is to be taken, that 


tit should be taken by the ship- 


building industry and on an inter- 
national basis, 


Already the shipbuilding indus- 
try has taken in hand the question 
of rationalisation, Much progress. 
in this direction has already been 
achieved’ in Germany, and now in 
Great’ Britain a well thought out 
scheme has been launched under 
the best auspices. It ia to‘be hoped 
that similar :action. will be taken 
in other: shipbuilding countries. 
world’s 
owing to 
great ‘expansion during and ‘im. 
mediately after the war, is great- 
ly in excess of the world’s require- 
ments, Such a condition hag en- 
couraged shipbuilders to offer 
every inducement fo owners, both 
in the shape of low price and long.

Monopolistic Control. ’ 

A feature of post-war develop- 
ment, which is a matter ‘of scrioug 
concern to shipowners, {a the ten. 
dency towards the increased 
centralisation of Industry and com. 
merce in a few hands. In differ- 
ent forms it is a world-wide 
The outstanding 
instances are State control of all 
industry in Russia, the Wheat 
Pools in Canada and Australia, the 
Farmers’ Board with Government 
backing in the United States, the 


‘practical control of the grain trate 


in other parta of the world by the 
minimum possible umber of firms 
and the same pdsition in the 
chemical industry, and the latest 
instance is apparently the partial 
syndication of the coal industry in 
the United Kingdom, Everywhere 
the shipowner, and particularly 
the tramp shipowner, finds himself 
faced with trusts, combinations, as- 
sociations and unions, which, to a 
large extent, fix the prices of his 
coal, oil fuel lubricating oil, in- 
surance, wage costs, and. other 
necessaries, whereas tramp. ship- 
owning is, perhaps, the moat in- 
dividualistic business that there is 
to-day, and in that form {t fulfills 
ita function of service to the trade 
of the whole world in the most 
efficient manner possible. 


. The world’s requirements of 
cargo transport vary from day to 
day, and can only be satisfactorily 
met by the free and unfettered 
response of individual unita, able 
instantly to change direction im- 
mediately the circumstances de- 
mand it. The labourer. however, 
fs worthy of his hire, and it fg 
necessary to ue a protest aan 


control, which, in 
order to ensiira the continuance or 


‘increase of profit for its-wares or 


labour, restricts its production or 
output, thereby reducing the total! 


volume of the world’s business, and « 


in the long run lessening the con- 
sumptive capacity of the world’s 
population, 

The shipping wérld has had it 
abundantly proved that, purely 
from a business point of view,: war 
and its consequences have in’ the 


long run the most disastrous re- |" 


sults for ‘the industry. Last year 
the conference, by its resolution on 
peace, unanimously welcomed the 


steps that have been taken to pre- |’ 


vent the possibility of war. It Js, 
therefore, with .great satisfaction 
that..this year it haila the treaty 
for the limitation of naval arma- 
ments, It fs to be hoped that. the 


huge sums of money thus saved [ 


will-be allowed to fructify for the 
growth and development of indus- 
try, so that swords may be indeed 
turned into ploughshares. , 
Barriers Against Trade. 
Similarly, the conference. views 
with satisfaction ‘the suggestion 
put forward by Monsieur Briand 


' on the subject of the United States | 


of Europe; that is ‘an ideal to 
which our honorary president, Lord 
Kirkley, haa in the past given as- 
piration, Whilst it would not be 
competent for this conference to 
express any opinion on the political 
aspect’ of that matter, it may at 
least express the hope that, as an 
outcome of that suggestion, 
measures Will be taken to do away 
with some of the barriers which 
hamper the free flow of trade in 
Europe. : If: it were possible to 
have the same freedom of trade in 
Europe as at present exists between 
the different States in the United 
States of America, there is little 
doubt but that there Would be, a 
great advance in the volume. ‘of 
trade, and in the general prosperity 
of the inhabitants of Europe. 

The blight which haa fallen on‘ 
world trade is'a -ftting Nemesis‘ 
for the utter disregard for econo- 


mic laws shown since the war, and, ! 


although the recent Tariff, Truce 
at Geneva is to be welcomed as a 
step in the right direction, it is to 
be feared that little more than lip- 
service has been rendered to the 
vital principles involved. 

The conference welcome jl steps 
which bring the nations closer to- 
gether, and indeed the shipping 
community has taken a leading 
part in promoting international 
legislation. The ideal is one sea 
Jaw for the whole world. A great 
step towards ‘that end was ‘taken 
last year when the Safety of Life 
at Sea Canvention waa concluded. 
On the subject of wireless ° sub- 
division of passenger vessels, and 
life-saving | appliances ayreement 
was achieved. We welcome this 
agreement, not only on the ground ; 
of international concord, but be- 
cause it advances still further tho. 
‘steps already voluntarily under- 
taken for the humunitarian pur- 
pose of ensuring the safety of life 
at sea, which in a generation have 
reduced the loss of lifa by half, i 
and which have also almost halved ' 
the. cost of total loss insurance of 
vessels, = 

_The present Load Lina Confer- 
ence, which commenced its labour 
in London recently marks another 
stage in the progress. of the 
unification of sea law. I venture 
-to.express the hope that that Con- 
ference will come to a unanimous 
‘agreement on the problems con- 
cerned, namely, that of. fixing the 
load line for all vessels, including 
the ‘special load lines for timber- 


laden vessels:and oil tankers, so | 


that in all fountries and ‘in all 
ports, the sme rules and regula. 
tions will be observed. With re- 
gard to the wood cargoes load line, 
with which question, as chairman 
of the International Deck Cargoes 
Committee, I have been intimately | 
associated since 1922, ‘may I: utter 
a word of warning?. 
Deeper Loading Considerations. 
The basis’ of discussion at the 
Conference is the report, of the: 
Load Lino Committee appointed by} 
the British Board qt. ‘Trade. That 
report recommends deeper, leading ' 
for. both alco and - summer, and! 
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also larger deck cargoes in winter. 
than have hitherto heen permitted 
by British regulations. It does not 
go so far'as the Scandinavian re- 
gulations for small vessels pr as 
the Dutch regulations and 
American practice for larger ves- 
sels, It should, however, be borne 
| in mind that Great. Britain is 
the largest importer of wood, 
in the world and that it 
takes about half the’ over- 
sea wood exports from the Baltic 
and White Sea.. It is therefore 
scarcely necessary to point out 
“what the economic effects on the 
freight market will be, should the 
proposals of the report be put into 
operation, particularly in view of 
the present depression of the in- 
duatry. 

T would accordingly suggest that 
it will probably be in. the best in- 
terests of the industry, that the 
deeper loading eventually . agreed - 
upon should. be -on a moderate 
rather than an extreme‘basis, For 
illustration of the necessity for a 
display of caution and moderation 
in this matter, it is only necessary 
‘to remind you of ' the disastrous 
i results on the freight market of

CHARGE AGAINST A PL. 
GOVERNOR. ° 


Manila, June 23. 


Investigation of the provincial} 


governor of an Important province 
of Mindanao will be presently 
ordered by the department of the 
interior, according to information 
obtained this morning. 

Serious charges involving moral 
turpitude have been preferred 
‘against the governor in question, 
it was learned. So serlous aro 
the charges that, if substantiated, 
eriminal action may be brought 
against the official. » 

The nature ‘of the charges was 
divulged this morning, but be- 
cauge the order of investigation 
has not yet been made, it is being 
held from publication, 

According to information, the 


‘charges were filed by responsible 


persons in ,the Government ser- 
vice. The case, it is helieved, may 
have something to do with 
transactions.

Manila, as 
reported by The Herald some days 
ago, or not, was Director Fajardb's 
action this morning in ordering 
autopsy of the bodies of some 10 
city residents ‘vho died during the 
Inst fow ‘days of so-called . acute 
stomach attacks, Dr. Eugenio 
Hernando, chief of the. division of 
metropolitan sanitation has drawn 
up for the director a lst of those 
reported to have died after two or 
three days stomach {llneas, 

This measure it was explalned, 
will. be resorted to in view of the 
extraordinary number of cases and 
deaths from various ‘stomach trou- 
bles in Manila this week. and the 
comparatively short’ ‘periods before 
death occurs all of which signs point 
to the great probability that they 
are cholera cases. Although the’ 
clinical diagnosis show that they are 
not cholera, Dr. Fajardo has‘ordered 
that thts fact be established beyond 
reasonable doubt by conducting 
post-mortem examinations, 

In the meantime, n large scale 
inoculation of residents ‘will be 
undertaken by local health service 
men. Dr. Fajardo has issued a 
general notice to the residents to 
present themselves for vaccination 
at the nearest health station in 
Manila or at the central office in 
Intramuros, The bureau of science 
will be requested to furnish regular 
supplies of anti-cholera vaccines.

For the purpose of encouraging 
Filipino youth and Filipino women 
to participate actively in public 
affairs, Representative Eugenio 
‘Perez of Pangasinan this morning 
filed a Dill reducing the age 
qualification of voters and grant- 
ing Filipino women the right to 
vote. 

The bill secks to amend the pre- 
sent law by granting the voters the 
right. to vote at the age of 418, 
instend of 21 as now required,

woman who is not a citizen or sub- 
ject of a foreign power, elghteen 
years of age or over, who shal!

ceding the day of voting, to vote 
in all elections if comprised with:
